of Nepfchatel cheese and also the hard 
cream or pressed product. 


Among other activities which are at-

The making of paper tape 
dress forms is another popular form 
of study. 
In this a complete form of the wo-

Such Action From This Country 


Would Brin« Big Eoost 


Says Bey Zogn 


ANCIENT AND PROUD RACE 


Tirana, Albania,-June 19.—"Recognize 


us," said Bey Ahmet Zogn, Albania's 
Minister of the Interior to the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent in,a recent in- 
terview. "If America recognises us, and 
sends a diplomatic representative to 
Albania, it will be |he biggest boost 
Albania can have," he declared. 


''We are an ancient and proud race. 


We have traditions antedating the 
Christian era. We have suffered- under 
the tryant's heel. We have been op- 
pressed by both Asiatic and European 
peoples. We have dreamed for centu- 
ries a dream of freedom. We are the 
most homogeneous race in the Balkans 
and long for the chance to determine 
our destiny by ourselves. 
America, 


whose pages of history gleam with glor- 
ious deeds in the cause of human lib- 
erty, should recognize Albania, for it is 
a country wiicnxhas suffered long cen- 
turies of serfdom and now, born again 
as a nation, wants to retain the liberty 
so long withheld." 


Bey Ahmet Zogu comes of noble 


fighting stock. 
Tribal traditions and 


feuds in Albania have bred in him a 
hereditary warrior's 
spirit. 
Today's 


he .is the one hero of Albania, and he 
stands out in bold relief as the young 
nation is trying to foster its national 
existence. 
He is a young man—not 


more than 28 years of age, and is re- 
garded as the real ruler of Albania. 
Slight of stature, tall, blonde, with blue 
piercing eyes, he has one passion and 
that is to put Albania on its feet and 
set her house in order. Intrigues creep 
into the political life of the young and 
struggling state, but Zogu has always 
been able to nip them in the bud and 
maintain respect for constituted author- 
ity. 


"Albania is rid of internal quarrels," 


he said to the correspondent. 
"We 


have a little army of 9,000 men. These 
are to be used to keep order. When 
other nations say that Albania is at- 
tacking them, it is absurd, for Albania 
has neither the means nor the forces to 
attack anybody. We have a population 
estimated .at over 1,000,000, and all Al- 
banians. There is not one foreign tribe 
or sect or group within our borders. 
On this alone, we have a right to our 
nationhood."

When interest in tonic of 98-per-cent-alcohoI 


strength waned, Monty brought forth razors, com- 
bination handy tools, eight handkerchiefs for a 
quarter * * * and the Little Giant Prize Packet 
that included everything under the sun, especially 
a trick ring for squirting perfume in a friend's 
eye. 


Usually a street faker "came regularly, once a 


year," but rarely twice to the same town, especial- 
ly when the Chinese peach trees he left behind 
turned out to be dogwood or blackhawk. 


The street faker flourished before the days of 


scentific salesmanship, of which he was the orig- 
ina^discoverer, and many a "captain of industry" 
owes much of his selling ability to boyhood even- 
ings, listening under the gasoline torch.

What ails Babe Ruth? 
No doubt the fans the country over 
are asking one another this question. 
•Ruth's failure to start hitting home 


runs right where he left off last sea- 
son has caused much comment. 
There are those who think Ruth is 
slipping, that (never again will he 
threaten bis record of 59 home runs. 


No doubt some fans are of the opin- 


ion that opposing pitchers finally have 
discovered a glaring weakness in 
Ruth's style of hitting, and thereby 
have slowed np his home-run tac- 
tics. 
Some simply think Ruth hasn't 


struck his stride. They feel that his 
long lay-off has dimmed his batting 
eye.As a matter of fact there are ssv- 
eral reasons why Ruth isn't cracking 
out home runs in his customary style. 


Weak Spot Found? 
There seems to be a general impres- 


sion among the major league players 
and baseball experts that a weak- 
ness has been discovered in Ruths 
style. I do not agree with such be- 


This feeling dates back to the world 
series with the Giants. It has been 
strengthened by Ruth's failure to 
show to advantage at the bat since 
he returned to the game. 
In the world series 'between the 


Giants and the Yankees, (Manager Me- 
Oraw of the Giants worked on the 
theory that Ruth was weak on low 
ball ditching. -He accordingly in- 
structed his pitchers to use that style 


B In the first place, all great hitters 
will tell you that the low ball prop- 
erly Ditched, is the most difficult of 
ail balls to hit with any degree of 


the Giants, who is a south- 


paw, used a low curve at the i knees, 
that broke out and downward as it 
approached the plate. Neht who had 
excellent control, kept tWa low curve 
on the outside. 
Control It Vital 
In pitching to a batter's supposed 


weakness, control is most necessary. 
A curve ball broken over the heart 
of the plate is not nearly so effec- 
tive as a curve that lust skima the 
outside corner. 


When Douglas and Barnes, who 
are right banders, pitched* to Ruth 
they kept their curve ball low and in- 
side. It either chose to use a fast 
ball, it was always low and outside. 


I don't believe Ruth had a half do*- 
en balls pitched to him. in the 1921 
series that were any distance above 
the knee. 


His showing at the bat in the series 


was a disappointment. He struck out 
eight times. He seemed to be at the 
mercy of a low ball. 
This year since Ruth returned to 
the «ame, American League pitchers 
are using the tactics so successfully 
employed by the Giants' pitchers. 
Ruth is being fed on a diet ot low ball 
pitching. 
Possibly if Ruth has a weakness, 
it is the low ball. However, to my 
way of thinking, he to no weaker on 
a low ball than any number of the 
great hitters ot the game. 
I feel safe in saying that half ot 
the home runs hit by Ruth last year, 
in establishing his mark ot 69 home 
runs, were on low balls. He simply 
golfed them over the fence. 


Lack of Practice 


Ruth at present fs simply suffering 


from lack ot practice. His eyes 'are 
dim. 
A batter must face real pitching 
in competition to get results. Hitting 
against practice pitching means little 
or nothing. 
Babe IB trying too bard. He is 


forcing his swing, with the result that 
it is lacking in accuracy. 
He is conscious of the fact that Ws 


crown as a home-run king is in dan- 
ger. Failure to get away to a flying 
start has robbed him of some of bis 
confidence. 
Ruth may not lead the majors in 
home runs this year, but he is tar 
from being through. When he gats 
started, beware!

SYSTEM FACES 


REORGANIZATION 


Stockholm, June 19.—Sweden's educa- 


tional system today faces reorganisation 
the purpose of which is to place tell 
educational advantages within close 
reach of every child in the land irre- 
spective of the child's social standing 
in the community. 
_•:., 


Under the new plan all of Sweden's 


public- sfihools, from the elementary 
grades to the universities, will be co- 
educational. At present only the ele- 
mentary schools and the universities re- 
ceive both sexes. The Swedish School 
Commission purposes to open the "real- 
skola" and the "gymnasium" to girls as 
well as boys. An important change will 
be the elimination of several subjects 
as compulsory Snd the concentration of 
individual students on a smaller group ' 
of snfjects, logically relate* to the oc- 
cupation or profession which-' moist in- 
terests them. Students will be permit- 
ted to start specializing much earner 
than at present. 


It is now proposed that virtually the 


whole educational work of the country, 
with the exception of a few private 
schools, be taken over by the state,. 
Tuition, fees will be practically elim- 
inated, and students wiU not be encum- 
bered by the study of riotf-essential sub- 
jects. The estimated coat of the new 
system will be about $1,000,000 a year 
more than at present. 


It is proposed also to establish a 


school, new to the Swedish system of 
education, to be known as "lyceum" 
which in seven years will take a pupil 
directly from the elementary School 
to matriculation for the universities. 


Among the languages offered under 


the new plan will be Latin and Greek 
and three modern languages in addition 
to Swedish, namely, English, French and 
German.
